HANDS OFF, MR. THOMASON 
• Administrative chaos in the “war on poverty” 
has 
brought the program to a near standstill 
in southeast Missouri, after what was at one 
time a promising start. 
This chaos has plagued the Delta Area Economic 
Opportunity Corporation (DAEOC) since its very 
inception, but responsibility for the problem can 
ultimately be laid at the door of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity (OEO) top brass in Wash­ 
ington and Kansas City. 
A $500,000 Head Start Program for this summer 
Js particularly confused, but the entire anti­ 
poverty structure so laboriously erected over 
the past two years is also in serious trouble. 
We refer to a statement from the office of 
OEO Regional Director Don Thomason, printed 
in & Kennett newspaper Thursday, that “if the 
internal problems of DAEOC were not 
re­ 
solved by May 15 (later changed to 19), the OEO 
would make direct contact with local schools 
to give them Head Start funds, 
by-pas sing 
DAEOC completely. 
“Internal problems” is Thomason’s euphem­ 
ism for the DAEOC board’s assertion of 
its 
right to hire and fire employees without veto 
from the regional office in Kansas City. 
Mr. Thomason’s decision to let school boards 
deal directly with OEO in setting up 
Head 
Start projects is somewhat amusing, because 
it overturns a basic OEO policy of the past 
two years. It is always amusing to watch these 
well-paid bureaucrats reversing their own de­ 
cisions. 
In the spring of 1965, Charleston and several 
other school districts dealt directly with OEO 
in Washington and set up Head Start programs. 
The summer sessions were hailed as a great 
success 
in getting “disadvantaged” children 
ready for school. 
However, the OEO was not satisfied that school 
boards were sufficiently representative of low- 
income people. 
Therefore, 
since the fall of 
1965, all war on poverty projects in southeast 
Missouri, including Head Start, have been sent 
to the OEO 
through a regional agency - the 
DAEOC board - which presumably is 
more 
representative of the poor than are regularly- 
elected local government agencies. 
The DAEOC board has been organized, re­ 
organized, and re-reorganized on orders from 
Washington and Kansas City, to get the proper 
“ balance” of 
Negro and white, and of low 
and high income board members. 
Elections 
have been held time and again to comply with 
the ever-changing guidelines issued in Kansas 
City and Washington. 
Presumably the final 
result of all this reorganization would be a 
board that could speak with some authority 
on the conduct of the war on poverty in south­ 
east Missouri. 
But this year the board, which was set up in 
accordance with OEO directives, decided to fire 
two of its employees-one of whom is the “fair­ 
haired boy” of the Dunklin County economic 
opportunity establishment. 
(Mr. Thomason is 
a native of Dunklin County.) 
Thomason then ordered the DAEOC board to 
put the two men back on the payroll and give 
them another hearing. 
The board met, and 
reaffirmed its determination to dismiss the two 
employees. 
A third hearing is scheduled for 
next Monday. 
So the issue is drawn between DAEOC and 
Thomason, and it involves nothing less 
than 
two basic policies of the Office 
of Economic 
Opportunity: 
1. 
Whether it is wise to structure the war on 
poverty on a multi-county basis; and 
2, Whether the popularly elected DAEOC board 
Is to oontrol its own employees and the war on 


poverty in soutneast Missouri, or is to be merely 
a rubber stamp for, and political tool of, Don 
Thomason. 
We have always argued that single county 
boards, if left in control of their own projects, 
would have been able to run the war on poverty 
within their borders much more efficiently and 
with more effective control than has the loose 
confederation 
headquartered in Portageville. 
If Thomason is determined to break up DAEOC, 
then we say more power to him. Return con­ 
trol of the economic opportunity program to the 
county boards, where inter-county politics will 
not wreck it. 
However, if it is still OEO’s administrative 
policy to force counties into a consolidated 
agency like DAEOC in order to get anti-poverty 
funds, then it behooves Thomason and his 
minions to stay out of what is essentially an 
internal matter - the selection of their em­ 
ployees by the directors of a corporation char­ 
tered under the laws of Missouri.

The memory of Lindy at LeBouget should put 
down the competitive challenge of the Russians 
in the show. 
When he landed there 40 years ago on May 21, 
1927 his shyness enchanted the French. 
The slender Lindbergh was cast in a mold made 
for heroism but not for public acclaim. 
His 
anti-public attitude is not cute in a man, who 
has otherwise matured. 
There have been clouds in the Lindbergh years - 
the horror of the kidnap-murder of an

GAMBLING FOR GOOD AND EVIL 
The name of the game is education. The New 
Hampshire state lottery, the first in modern 
times, was sold in the name of much needed 
aid for public schools. 
The same excuse 
was made for a state lottery in New York, 
where $1 tickets go on sale on or shortly 
after Thursday, June 1. 
The first drawing 
for prizes is scheduled for July 20. 
A player’s chances of winning - up to $100,- 
000 with an annual special bonus of $250,000 - 
are supposed to be 1 in 4,167. These odds are 
unacceptable to professional gamblers, but they 
are expected to be attractive to the poor. The 
state is now predicting annual gross revenue 
of $360 million, of which $198 million would 
go to schools.

21, 1967) calls an “insupportable” 15 per cent 
of the take will go for administration. 
One argument for the lottery was that the 
poor would switch from playing the illegal 
numbers game to the state-sanctioned wheel.

Among the 
failures 
of 
my 
generation Is one that the phil­ 
osophers generally 
overlook: 
Our 
inability 
to 
inform our 
children of the usefulness 
of 
empty tin cans. 
The knowledge of what to do 
with them seems to have van­ 
ished, along with such skills as 
banking a coal 
furnace 
or 
cranking a 
Model T. 
There 
are plenty of tin cans around, 
as anyone 
who has visited a 
picnic site can testify, but once 
they're emptied their useful­ 
ness Is over. In the old days, it 
had often just begun. 
The simplest use for an empty 
container 
then was 
a game 
called kick the can. One boy 
could kick the can all by him ­ 
self. 
He would give it a boot, 
then stroll along, hands in pick­ 
ets, and kick it again. 
If he had a friend with him, the 
game was livelier. 
One 
boy 
would kick it, then race 
the 
other for the honor of kicking 
it again. Played solo or even 
in pairs, it wasn't really much 
of a game, except 
that 
the 
flattened can made the kind of 
noise that annoyed the 
adults, 
which was reason enough for its 
popularity. 
Shinny was another use for an 
empty tin can. The dictionary 
claim s that shinny or shinney 
is a rude version of ice hock­ 
ey. Apparently whoever wrote 
the definition grew up in a dif­ 
ferent neighborhood than mine. 
Where I lived, shinny 
was 
played on a gravel 
road. If 
it was played on a frozen pond, 
it was called shinny-onna-ice. 
The can was used in place of 
a puck. 
First 
it 
had to be 
flattened by jumping on 
peatedly, 
preferably by 
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itre - 
the 


boy called “ Fats.” Then lines 
were scratched across the ice 
at each end of the 
pond 
to 
serve as goals. The idea was 
to knock the tin can across the 
line 
by hitting it with a stick 
picked up in the woods. 
Sometimes a boy would hunt 
around until he found a limb 
that was bent at the end 
to 
form a natural version 
of 
a 
hockey 
stick, but this wasn't 
necessary. It was never a game 
taken very seriously - it wasn't 
really 
a disgrace if 
your 
team lost, 
the way it was to 
lose a game of baseball.

rules were

said 
they were, although it was not 
considered friendly to 
clout 
an 
opponent 
unless you wore 
aiming at the 
flattened can. 
The game was 
supposed 
to 
1* played on skates - shinny-

Sometimes if you'd left your 
skates at home, a friend would 
lend you one of his.

President Johnson’s 
budgetprovides for $73 billion to 
be so spent, a figure that likely 
will swell. 
Since projections for the gross 
national product, the total of a 
nation’s 
goods 
and 
services, 
range from $740 billion to $790 
billion for the year, defense 
spending still is likely to be no 
more at any time than about 10 
per cent of GNP. 
In the Korean War, when de. 
fense expenditures were lower, 
they represented a far higher 
percentage 
of gross 
national 
product, which then was about 
$265 
billion. 
Again, 
although 
Vietnam is big in relation to 
Korea, it is sm aller than Korea 
in relation to GNP. 
It is this enormous size of the 
American production machine, 
many times larger than most 
other nations, that hides much 
of Vietnam’s impact. But that 
impact is there. There is no de­ 
bate about it. 
What is still debatable is the 
extent of the pressure on the 
economy. Some critics of the 
administration 
maintain 
the 
pressure could have been les­ 
sened if the costs had been fore­ 
seen and arrangem ents 
made 
earlier for paying the bills. 
It is possible that under per­ 
fect administering, and with a 
lot of luck, the impact could 
have been nearly hidden. This 
would have assumed more ac­ 
curate projections of expendi­ 
tures and better timing on fiscal 
measures meant to hold down 
inflation.

THE CASE OF THE DOGMA WITH A STIGMA 
A state law was passed that authorized lost dogs to be used 
for scientific purposes. 
N aturally, 
this upset the 
vast 
populous of canine lovers who raced to court to attack the 
validity of the statute. 
“ A 
dog is 
an item of personal p ro p erty ," they argued 
vehem ently. 
“ You can’t destroy a person’s property just 
because it happens to get lost. 
It’s not only unconstitutional 
as to the owner of the dog, it’s unconsititutional to the dog 
a lso ." 
“ N onsense," answ ered the sta te ’s attorney. 
“ The statute 
is absolutely legal. 
What’s m ore, it’s unquestionably better 
that a dog be used for science, for the betterm ent of humanity, 
than to perm it it to roam the s tre e ts and become a m enace. 
It’s dogma that 
will just have to overcom e the stig m a." 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you find that the statute 
violates the constitutional rights of dogs and/or their ow ners? 
This is how the judge ruled; No! The judge held that, under 
the law, lost dogs properly treated as abandoned property, 
and, when abandoned, the owners no longer have any rights 
in the abandoned property. 
As for thé dogé, côncîudetf th e judge in effect, there is no 
such thing, as

dog being deprived of its consititutional 
rights since, unlike people, they have none.

Arab Nations Get More 
U.S. Aid Than Israel 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
United States has sent more 
than $2 billion in aid since 
World War II to five Arab na- 
tions involved in the current 
Middle East crisis with neigh­ 
boring Israel. 
That's nearly twice the dollar 
value of all forms of U.S. gov­ 
ernment aid to Israel. 
But unlike the Arab nations, 
Israel has in the United States 
private sources of aid and fi­ 
nancing that have provided the 
Jewish homeland funds at least 
equaling the total of U.S. gov­ 
ernment help to Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, Syria, Yemen and the 
United Arab Republic. 
Military aid of $227.8 million 
Included in the total for Israel's 
Arabic neighbors has gone al­ 
most entirely to Jordan and 
Saudi Arabia. 
Most of Jordan's $66 million 
has been outright grants of 
money and 
excess 
American 
military equipment. But govern­ 
ment records show substantial 
portions of the $517.2 million in 
economic aid for Jordan has 
gone into construction of roads 
and facilities planned to bolster 
the kingdom's defense position. 
A decade ago 
the 
United 
' States took over from Britain 
* most of tee burden of sup­ 
porting Jordan. American sup­ 
port has continued, a handbook 
at the Agency for International 
Development states, because of 
"tee danger teat Jordan's dis­ 
memberment 
might 
produce 
violence throughout tee area." 
Military aid for Jordan com­ 
pares with $27.6 million for Is­ 
rael, all in credit assistance to 
help Israel buy arms. 
Saudi Arabia has 
received 
$161.7 million in military assist­ 
ance against $47.4 of economic 
aid. But 60 per cent of the total 
has been in the form of loans or 
credits. 
Only $100,000 of the $73.3 mil­ 
lion aid total for Syria has been 
for military purposes and more 
than one-half has been in loans. 
All of the $41.8 million for Ye­ 
men has been outright gifts, 
with less than $50,000 alloted for 
military aid. U.S. aid to Yemen 
ended this spring, after the 
state arrested 
two American 
officials, who later were re­ 
leased on bail and then left the 
country. 
Egypt has some of her best 
troops in Yemen, which has re­ 
ceived an estimated $140 million 
in economic and defense sup­ 
port assistance from Red China 
and the Soviet Union since 1957. 
The United States has aided 
Egypt to the tune of $1.13 billion 
— or more than half the total 
assistance to the Arab states of 
tee Middle East.

Probably no country has an 
emblem more closely identified 
with it than the shamrock is with 
Ireland. 
It was St. Patrick himself who 
was responsible for this. Tra­ 
dition has it that he used the 
trifoliate 
shamrock 
to il­ 
lustrate the nature of the Trin­ 
ity. 
The traditional Irish ballad 
"The Wearin’ O’ the Green" 
not only expresses the indomi­ 
table spirit of freedom of the 
Irish but identified the sham­ 
rock with "the Green" and pro­ 
vides evidence that it is some 
sort of plant. 
What is this shamrock that will 
take root if it is thrown upon 
the ground and which means so 
much to the Irish? According to 
Bailey’s Cyclopedia of Horti­ 
culture, "half the world is sure 
that shamrock is wood sorrel 
(oaxlis 
acetosella) while the 
other half is equally certain 
that the true shamrock is white 
clover (Trifolium repens)." 
When we were in Ireland we 
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decided to do a little shamrock 
research on our own. On the 
road from Limerick to Dublin 
we came upon a charming lit­ 
tle white washed stone cottage. 
The roof was thatched. Along the 
front of the cottage and sep­ 
arated from the road by a low 
stone wall was a lovely flower 
garden. 
This seemed a likely place tc 
look for the shamrock. We were 
graciously received by the cot­ 
tager’s wife and shown through 
the little dwelling, which was 
as charming inside as out. 
After explaining that our an­ 
cestors, 
only one generation 
back, were from Ireland and 
we had been visiting the homo 
near 
Bantry Bay, 
we 
in­ 
quired if there were any sham­ 
rocks in that lovely garden. 
"Indeed there are. 
Let me 
show them to you." 
And we were led into the lit­ 
tle fairy-land garden. 
In a 
corner under a rose bush were 
several small clumps of foliage 
that looked like clover to us. 
The three-part leaves were not 
much larger than a mouse’s 
ear. 
While we were photographing 
the shamrock we noticed a 
clump of wood soorel nearby. 
"Isn’t this also called sham­ 
rock?" we inquired. 
"Yes, it is called that by 


some, but it is not the true 
shamrock." 
When we remarked that her 
supply of shamrock seemed to 
be rather small she explained 
that British tourists would beg 
for plants to take home to En­ 
gland. 
"I don't know whatever for," 
she said, "because you know 
the shamrock will not grow in 
England." 
The shamrock can be grown 
from seed so while in Dublin we 
called on a seedsman at the 19 
Cork Hill street. 
He had the 
seed in neat little packets, with 
cultural instructions printed 
on them: 
"Sow thinly in open garden or 
flower box in late summer or 
early autumn. 
Add a little 
lime to the soil." 
As simple as that! 
When we 
inquired of the seedsman the 
botanical name o' the sham­ 
rock, he looked at us pitying­ 
ly as if to imply that every Ir­ 
ishman should know that and re­ 
plied, "Trifolium repens, 
of 
course."

Dear brethren, dear sisters, 
and you very dear children: 
I will tell you out of my ex­ 
perience something of the val­ 
ue of prayer. 
I had been in my youth 
a 
militant atheist. 
I was sure 
that there was no God; but I 
saw that my mind very often 
made mistakes. 
And I won­ 
dered if I was not mistaken 
in this question. 
I was sure that there was 
no God, but I would have liked 
very much that there should 
be a God. I had a bitter child­ 
hood, a very difficult youth; 
and I would have liked that 
somewhere in the center of this 
universe a heart should beat 
lovingly for me. 
A convinced atheistic being, 
I prayed for the first tim e with 
the following words: 
"God, I 
know surely that you do not 
exist, but if perchance you ex­ 
ist, tfm ftiri contest,- "I epee*—O 'IF* 
in madness to a God in whose 
(For 
existence I don't believe. 
If 
you exist, it is your duty to re ­ 
veal yourself to m e." 
This prayer was answered, 
I heard afterwards that at the 
same tim e, far away in a vil­ 
lage high up in the mountains 
In Rumania, a carpenter who 
had never seen me prayed, 
substantially, like this: 
“ God, l- have served Thee on 
earth, and I wish to have my 
reward on earth and not in 
heaven. And my reward should 
be that 1 should not die before 
I bring someone to you. But I 
am old, too sick and 1 can't 
go around and see this partic­ 
ular last soul I seek. 
In my 
village there are none of the 
faith I want to convert to C hris­ 
tianity. Bring one into our vil­ 
lage and I will bring him to 
Christ.** 
An impulse which I can't ex­ 
plain took me to that village 
Just at that tim e. I met this 
carpenter and he brought me 
to C hrist. 
The prayer of an 
atheist was fulfilled by God. 
And now out of regret for 
my past atheistic life, I asked 
God to give me the possibility 
to atone for it by witnessing 
for Christ to the Russians who 
are brought up in atheistic man­ 
ner. 
For years I have prayed 
to witness to the Russians. This 
prayer has also been fulfilled. 
Over a million Russian sol­ 
diers occupied our country. We 
could print secretly — and dis­ 
tribute among them - thous­ 
ands of gospels and other C hris­ 
tian literature. And I must tell 
you that to preach the gospel 
to Russians is heaven on earth. 
We here in the West are 
blase. We can 
yawn 
while 
reading about the Passion of 
Christ. 
But the Russians ab­ 
sorb the gospel as a sponge. 
It is thirsty soil. 
We could 
baptize 
Russians; we 
could 
bring them to C hrist. 
So the second great prayer 
of mine has been fUJflled. 
The day that I was ordained 
as a pastor I made a third 
prayer to God: 
“ God, If I am allowed 
to 
choose for myself a parish, I 
would like very much to be 
pastor of a prison." 
This desire also have been 
fulfilled. 
I became pastor of 
a prison because I had to pass 
many years, first in fe sd st 
and then in Communist prisons. 
It was really a very beauti­ 
ful parish. It was not one with 
great Income in money, but 
God was with us; Christ was 
with us. And it was an unspeak­ 
able Joy to be able to preach 
the 
gospel 
by 
Morse Code 
through the wall when you were 
in solitary confinement, and to 
bring souls to Christ in this 
n>anner - to be able to Tromfort 
the dying, tortured prisoners. 
For two and a half years 1 
was in the cell of dying ones - 
fifk ones - sick myself, very 
sick. Not one died in this cell 
without having v.**- ** Christ

But when we could not 
pray any more, then also we 
knew the power of prayer. 
Communists could not con­ 
quer us. We felt (as if) a wind 
were coming to us from far away 
with the prayers of thousands of 
faithful Christians who prayed 
for us when we could not pray. 
We could not concentrate, our 
minds. 
We were too hungry. 
But the whole Christian church 
is one body, and one member 
of this body takes up the func­ 
tion which the other can't ful­ 
fill. We could — there behind 
the iron curtain - suffer for the 
universal church. Another part 
of the universal church could 
pray for us when we were brok­ 
en down and indescribably weak; 
we could be strong before our 
oppressors 
by the prayers 
which others offered for us. 
I ask you, dear brethren and 
dear sisters, and specially you 
very dear children: 
Don't forget in your prayers 
those who suffered behind the 
iron and bamboo curtains.

44Guns and Butter, Too’"' 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 
President Johnson ended two 
months of quandary and, in his 
address to Congress, made a 
fateful decision •* that Ameri­ 
ca can afford “guns and butter, 
too.* He evidently feels that the 
domestic economy can support a 
deficits as unprecedented sums 
are spent for the 
“Great So­ 
ciety.1“ Will Congress also take 
that gamble? 
Hie President's statements 
seemeu to reiterate a spending- 
as • usual policy. He spoke of 
expensive measures needed to 
improve “ the quality of life“ 
tor ail Americans, to transform 
decaying 
slums, to fight for 
clean air and water, to 
help 
rebuilt our cities, and to beau­ 
tify’ America. 
Mr. Johnson said that, dur­ 
ing the past three years, about 
40 billion dollars has been re­ 
turned to State and local gov­ 
ernments In grants - in - aid. 
He added: 
“ These 
enormous 
sums 
must be used wisely, honest­ 
ly, and effectively. We intend 
to work closely with the States 
and localities 
to do exactly 
that." 
Does this mean that the Fed­ 
eral Government is, in effect, 
to take over the States and use 
the power 
of the purse to 
Influence local action? 
The President brushed aside 
any thought of wage • and • 
price controls. He expressed 
opncer|^Lb{git what he calls 
Tti)4 excessive rise in interest 
rates and a 
tightening 
of 
credit" which has put burdens 
on home buyers and homebuild­ 
ers. jbut he claimed that price 
stability has seemingly been 
restored. 


Mr. Johnson urged that our 
sociological programs at home 
and American aid abroad be 
continued. He proposed 
that, 
to help pay for these and the 
higher costs of the Vietnam 
war, there be a tax increase. 
The “surcharge“ plan to add. 
6 per cent to the existing tax 
bill 
of the individual or corp­ 
oration will bring in betwet*n 
4 
and 
5 billion dollars 
a 
year. But nevertheless fiscal 
year 1967 will show a deficit 
of 9.7 billion dollars, and the 
estimate for 1968 
is a deficit 
of 8.1 billion. 
There are critics, including 
Senator John J. Williams, Re­ 
publican of Delaware, who say 
that even these 
revised esti­ 
mates do not give a true pic­ 
ture 
of the deficit spending 
and that, under customary ac­ 
counting methods, it would be 
more accurate to put the 1967 
deficit at 18.8 billion dollars. 
The economic 
situation 
is 
likely to 
remain 
uncertain 
until the 
Vietnam 
war 
is 
ended. While increased taxes 
may be necessary, even more 
important is a curtailment of 
expenditures apart from 
de­ 
fense. 
The President’s comments on 
International problems 
were 
pointed. He reviewed develop­ 
ments around the world, and ex­ 
pressed the belief that Ameri­ 
can policies are making sub­ 
stantial progress He even took 
an optimistic view of the rela 
tions between the United state 
and the Soviet Union and Com­ 
munist - bloc countries 
of 
Eastern Europe. 
He said em­ 
phatically: 
“ Our objective is 
not to continue the *cold war, 
but to end it.” 


In one part of the 
message, 
the President spoke 
bitterly 
al>out communist aggression, 
but he 
somehow ignored this 
when he advocated new East- 
West trade agreements. 
It 
seems Incredible that he would 
be urging such steps when the 
Moscow Government Is supply­ 
ing MIGs to the North Viet­ 
namese to kill American boys. 
The theory presumably is that 
the Soviets will be persuadedto 
diminish their aid and even­ 
tually to terminate it. This is 
diplomatic gambling. 
The President also deplored 
the enlargnvent by the Russians 
of their missile program and 
Indicated a hope that the Mos­ 
cow Government can be pre­ 
vailed upon not to start a new 
round in the arms race. 
Hut 
should the United States take 
a big risk in the meantime and 
sacrifice American security by 
continuing to spend billions for 
“ butter” that might instead be 
used to build, for instance, a 
stronger antimissile 
defense 
as recommended unanimously 
by the U.S. 
Joint 
Chiefs of 
Staff? 
For the danger of a third world 
war has by no means 
been 
lessened. The President said in 
his message: 
“ We have chosen to fight a 
limited war in Vietnam in an at­ 
tempt to prevent a larger war- 
a war almost certain to follow, 
if the Communists succeed in 
overrunning and taking 
over 
South Vietnam by 
aggression 
and by force. I believe, and I 
am supported by some 
au­ 
thority, that if they are 
not 
checked now, the 
world can 
expect to pay a greater price 
to check them later. . . .

Today Is Tuesday 


This new park on the southern approach to 
Manistee, Michigan is but part of the work of 
the Tuesday Committee, composed of hundreds 
of citizens interested in rejuvenating their city. 


It was Tuesday and a group of friends who 
met every Tuesday to lunch together were 
gathered around a restaurant table. The con 
versation turned to the appalling appearance of 
their town, Manistee, Mich, and, as the men 
discussed, they also resolved to do something 
about it. Forthwith they formed a committee, 
calling it for the day of the week — the Tues­ 
day Committee. 
Eyesores included rundown buildings around 
town, especially along the waterfront on the 
Manistee River, just 2 blocks from where it 
meets Lake Michigan and an inhospitable ap­ 
proach to the city from the south. There was 
also a general lack of "caring” by property 
owners. 
To arouse public interest, the help of the 
local newspaper, the “News-Advocate,” was so­ 
licited. Every Tuesday the paper published (and 
still publishes) a picture of one or another sub­ 
standard buildings, with no text beneath, but 
always with the heading, "Today is Tuesday." 
After 6 months of these weekly pictures with 
no explanation, members of the Tuesday Com­ 
mittee called a public meeting at which they 
explained their ideas and asked that each resi­ 
dent present join the committee in its efforts. 
After the meeting one resident asked, "You 
mean that even if I just mow my lawn I’m a 
member of the Tuesday Committee”? and was 
told that he was correct. 
Results were amazing. Owners of eyesores 
pictured in the newspaper rebuilt and painted 
the structures. Then they planted flowers around 


them to beautify them. Even absentee landlords, 
contacted by mail and sent pictures of their 
holdings, spruced up their properties or, if they 
were beyond repair, tore down the buildings. 
The 5 original members of the Tuesday Com­ 
mittee borrowed funds, bought 2 blocks of build­ 
ings along the waterfront, paid for their removal 
and then deeded the frontage along the river to 
the town for $1. Plans for a marina are being 
completed and the marina will be constructed 
this year. 
The approach to the city was cleared of trash 
and members of the high school senior class, in­ 
spired by the actions of their elders, gave up 
their usual senior trip to Washington, D. C. In­ 
stead, they used the time to plant beds of 
petunias along the highway. 
Last year half a cent was offered for each 
bottle or can picked up along the roads. This 
offer was b r o a d c a s t by the radio sta­ 
tion, featured by the newspaper and advertised 
by a 12-foot sign. On the appointed day, when 
all debris was dumped on the former site of 
the city hall, the Jaycees, who received it, paid 
out over S700! This event will be repeated this 
year. 
Property adjoining the city at the southern 
approach has been acquired, a landscape archi­ 
tect was retained to draw plans, and a park 
constructed. Maintained by the city, this park 
will serve as a lasting monument to the work of 
a dedicated group of men — the founders of the 
Tuesday Committee.

“ marched»’ to the Army hall 
where another 
service was 
held, after which they marched 
on to the cemetery, the sol­ 


diers singing softly 
as they 
went, “ Shall we 
gather 
at 
the river, . .?»» 
In the memorial service that 
night, Oscar’s father and broth­ 
er gave their hearts and lives 
to Christ and his mother fol­ 
lowed a few days later. 
“ It was worth the Army com­ 
ing to Shenandoah if only for the 
example of this young man's 
life,’» said the 
corps officer, 
Captain E. T. Brown, also long 
forgotten, in 
his 
War cry 
report. 


Life seems often to be hap­ 
hazard, formless, without di­ 
rection or meaning, yet again 
and again one is astounded to 
see how the 
apparently un­ 
related bits and pieces fit with 
accuracy and meaning to form a 
perfect mosiac. 
And not only do the beautifully 
colored or well-shaped pieces 
find their appointed places but 
the asymmetrical, drab 
or 
violently - colored pieces have 
also their place, without which 
the whole would 
be neither 
complete nor authentic. 
I wondered, after reading by

young Oscar 
Trenhour in an 
old volume 
of The War Cry, just how far 
the influence of his Christian 
witness went.

of Oscar Trenhour? A doctor,

women who became what they 
are and contribute to the world 
their gifts and graces, through 
a witness given by a young man 
long since forgotten, to people 
long since dead.

up to ridicule and 
showered him with abuse. 
One child stood apart from the 
rest, pain and pity in his small 
heart. Years later this child 
wrote 
in his 
Memories 
of 
Childhood and Youth, “ He went 
forward as calmly as 
his 
donkey. He just turned round 
and smiled kindly and with an 
air of embarrassment. 
“ And,»» 
continued 
AlbeH 
Schweitzer, 
“ he 
taught me 
for the first time what it is to 
be silent under a storm 
of 
persecution. He became indeed 
one of my great 
teachers.»» 
The peddler 
Mausche never 
knew that his 
gentle witness 
was to profoundly affect the 
life of the great doctor to the 
Africans, and neither do you or 
I ever begin to know the strength 
or the extent of our most weak 
and 
faltering witness to the 
reality of the Christian life. 
Our Lord told us that 
His 
Kingdom did not come “ with ob­ 
servation.»* It is the 
silent, 
wonderful work of His spirit 
in the human heart.

STONEHENGE 
Britain's Greatest Antiquity 
Because of the relative iso­ 
lation of Britain from the so- 
called civilized world until the 
advent of the Christian era, no 
mention is made of the great 
pile of huge stones arranged in a 
circle that Is Stonehenge, by 
anyone who lived in the ancient 
world of the Mediterranean. But 
Stonehenge would surely have 
been called one of the wonders 
of the world, had it been known 
to classical writers. 
The source of the 80 or more 
four - ton blue stone monoliths 
has been traced, by petrological 
Identification, 
to an 
area of 
about one square mile in the 
Prescelly Mountains in what is 
today western Wales - a dis­ 
tance from Stonehenge in south 
central England, as the 
crow 
flies, of some 135 miles. 
Solving of the technical prob­ 
lems Involved in transporting 
these tremendous boulders and 
setting them up at Stonehenge 
around 1700 B.C. — by primi­ 
tive tribes unaided by axled 
wheels, strong pack animals, 
or builders’ tools of any conse­ 
quence - - a s well as the tool­ 
ing of the stones, passes our 
present - day understanding of 
this unrecorded era In history. 
At its fullest development as a 
meeting 
place — 
perhaps 


around 1,000 B.C. — Stone­ 
henge had become an Important 
shrine where the Druid - wor­ 
shiping inhabitants of the region 
held seasonal and 
religious 
festivals and other regularly 
scheduled events during 
the 
course of a year. 


Stonehenge at the same time 
served as the people’s official 
calendar. 
The seasons of the year were 
determined by the angle 
at 
which the sun’s rays 
pene­ 
trated the openings in the big 
circle of stones. In the middle 
of a smaller center circle oi 
stones stood (and still stands) 
the Hele-Stone, or sun-stone. 
At the moment of sunrise on the 
longest day of the year, June 
21, the sun seems to rest on this 
one stone like a ball of fire. 
In 55 B.C. Julius Caesar In­ 
vaded Britain. He did not con­ 
quer it, but visited it with his 
army and described it in books 
when he got back to Rome. A 
hundred years later the Ro­ 
mans sent an army to really 
take England, which it did. It 
Is soon afterwards that Stone­ 
henge 
was badly damaged — 
probably deliberately by the 
conquerors or newly converted 
Christian natives attempting to 
stamp out the ancient Druidic 
worship practices. 
Stonehenge 
lay neglected and 
forgotten until around 1600 A.D. 
Then speculation about Stone­ 
henge began to be heard, 
and 
legends about its origins and 
purpose started to flourish. It 
was not until 1901, however, 
that deliberate archaeological 
excavations 
and 
detached 
scientific study of the 
stone 
ruins began.

HANDS OFF, MR. THOMASON 
Administrative chaos in the “war on poverty” 
has 
brought the program to a near standstill 
in southeast Missouri, after what was at one 
time a promising start. 
This chaos has plagued the Delta Area Economic 
Opportunity Corporation (DAEOC) since its very 
inception, but responsibility for the problem can 
ultimately be laid at the door of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity (OEO) top brass in Wash­ 
ington and Kansas City. 
A $500,000 Head Start Program for this summer 
is particularly confused, but the entire anti­ 
poverty structure so laboriously erected over 
the past two years is also in serious trouble. 
We refer to a statement from the office of 
OEO Regional Director Don Thomason, printed 
in a Kennett newspaper Thursday, that “ if the 
internal problems of DAEOC were not 
re­ 
solved by May 15 (later changed to 19), the OEO 
would make direct contact with local schools 
to give them Head Start funds, 
by-passing 
DAEOC completely. 
“ Internal problems” is Thomason’s euphem­ 
ism for the DAEOC board’s assertion of 
its 
right to hire and fire employees without veto 
from the regional office in Kansas City. 
Mr. Thomason’s decision to let school boards 
deal directly with OEO in setting up 
Head 
Start projects is somewhat amusing, because 
it overturns a basic OEO policy of the past 
two years. It is always amusing to watch these 
well-paid bureaucrats reversing their own de­ 
cisions. 
In the spring of 1965, Charleston and several 
other school districts dealt directly with OEO 
in Washington and set up Head Start programs. 
The summer sessions were hailed as a great 
success 
in getting “ disadvantaged” children 
ready for school. 
However, the OEO was not satisfied that school 
boards were sufficiently representative of low- 
income people. 
Therefore, 
since the fall of 
1965, all war on poverty projects in southeast 
Missouri, including Head Start, have been sent 
to the OEO 
through a regional agency - the 
DAEOC board - which presumably is 
more 
representative of the poor than are regularly- 
elected local government agencies. 
The DAEOC board has been organized, re­ 
organized, and re-reorganized on orders from 
W'ashington and Kansas City, to get the proper 
“ balance” of 
Negro and white, and of low 
and high income board members. 
Elections 
have been held time and again to comply with 
the ever-changing guidelines issued in Kansas 
City and Washington. 
Presumably the final 
result of all this reorganization would be a 
board that could speak with some authority 
on the conduct of the war on poverty in south­ 
east Missouri. 
But this year the board, which was set up in 
accordance with OEO directives, decided to fire 
two of its em ployees-one of whom is the “fair- 
haired boy” of the Dunklin County economic 
opportunity establishment. 
(Mr. Thomason is 
a native of Dunklin County.) 
Thomason then ordered the DAEOC board to 
put the two men back on the payroll and give 
them another hearing. 
The board met, and 
reaffirmed its determination to dism iss the two 
employees. 
A third hearing is scheduled for 
next Monday. 
So the issue is drawn between DAEOC and 
Thomason, and it involves nothing less 
than 
two basic policies of the Office 
of Economic 
Opportunity: 
1. 
Whether it is wise to structure the war on 
poverty on a multi-county basis; and 
2. Whether the popularly elected DAEOC board 
Is to control its own employees and the war on 


poverty in soutneast Missouri, or is to be merely 
a rubber stamp for, and political tool of, Don 
Thomason. 
We have always argued that single county 
boards, if left in control of their own projects, 
would have been able to rim the war on poverty 
within their borders much more efficiently and 
with more effective control than has the loose 
confederation 
headquartered in Portageville. 
If Thomason is determined to break up DAEOC, 
then we say more power to him. Return con­ 
trol of the economic opportunity program to the 
county boards, where inter-county politics will 
not wreck it. 
However, if it is still OEO’s administrative 
policy to force counties into a consolidated 
agency like DAEOC in order to get anti-poverty 
funds, then it behooves Thomason and his 
minions to stay out of what is essentially an 
internal matter - the selection of their em ­ 
ployees by the directors of a corporation char­ 
tered under the laws of Missouri.

The copy, used in a moving picture of the Lind­ 
bergh exploit, cost $50,000. 
The memory of Lindy at LeBouget should put 
down the competitive challenge of the Russians 
in the show'. 
When he landed there 40 years ago on May 21, 
1927 his shyness enchanted the French. 
The slender Lindbergh was cast in a mold made 
for heroism but not for public acclaim. 
His 
'anti-public attitude is not cute in a man, w’ho 
has otherwise matured. 
There have been clouds in the Lindbergh y ea rs- 
the horror of the kidnap-murder of an 
infant 
son, the isolationism and open anti-Semitism on 
the threshhold of World War II. He has matched 
this record with dedicated if anonymous service 
to his country in World War II and the Korean 
conflict. 
He was last reported in Saigon. 
It is just as well for this country’s world image 
that 
the aging 
recluse stayed away from the 
French air show. It is better to remember him 
as he was.

GAMBLING FOR GOOD AND EVIL 
The name of the game is education. The New 
Hampshire state lottery, the first in modern 
tim es, was sold in the name of much needed 
aid for public schools. 
The same excuse 
was made for a state lottery in New York, 
where $1 tickets go on sale on or shortly 
after Thursday, June 1. 
The first drawing 
for prizes is scheduled for July 20. 
A player’s chances of winning - up to $100,- 
000 with an annual special bonus of $250,000 - 
are supposed to be 1 in 4,167. These odds are 
unacceptable to professional gamblers, but they 
are expected to be attractive to the poor. The 
state is now predicting annual gross revenue 
of $360 million, of which $198 million would 
go to schools. 
What the N.Y. Times (April 
21, 1967) calls an “ insupportable” 15 per cent 
of the take will go for administration. 
One argument for the lottery was that 
the 
poor would switch from playing the illegal 
numbers game to the state-sanctioned wheel. 
The reverse may prove to be true. 
Indi­ 
viduals habituated to the lottery may turn to 
the more convenient daily numbers runner. 
New Hampshire’s lottery has proved nowhere 
nearly so productive as expected. 
James Samuel Ezell, a historian of the lottery 
in America, observed in 1960: 
“ If history 
teaches anything, a study of the over 1,300 
legal lotteries in the United States proves these 
things: 
“ They cost more than they brought in 
if their total impact on society is reckoned; 
and 160 years’ experience indicates clearly 
that the most careful supervision cannot eradi­ 
cate the inevitable abuse in a system particularly 
susceptible to fraud.”

Far superior to this proposal is 
the Congressional District Plan, 
with every voter casting his bal­ 
lot for one elector from his dis­ 
trict and two electors from the 
state at large. This is a reform 
that would retain the Electoral 
College 
system 
and 
no doubt 
would attract favorable attention 
to our Republic throughout 
the 
world. 
On the other hand, abolition of 
the Electoral College by adoption 
of the direct vote for President 
and Vice President would 
have 
little if any favorable impact for 
our nation. Totalitarian dictators 
extend to their populace 
the 
privilege of going to the polls and 
casting votes for their dictator 
and his henchmen. 
They 
could laugh 
up their 
sleeves if they found the 
clai­ 
mants of freedom offering their 
populace a chance to cast 
a 
direct vote. They could rightly 
ask what had become of 
our 
cherished governmental system 
of providing checks and balances 
and protection for our minorities 
instead of dictatorship. 
Retention with reform 
of our 
Electoral College is imperative 
if we are to preserve our 
Re­ 
public. The District Plan of re­ 
form is the constructive way to 
accomplish this. A 
resolution 
calling 
for a 
Constitutional 
Amendment to put the plan into 
effect is before Congress now.

WASHINGTON - Last year 
in 
Tel Aviv I 
interviewed Maj. 
Gen. Isaac Rabin, the 
Israeli 
Army Chief of Staff, regarding 
the defense of his country in case 
of such a crisis as has developed 
today. 
He pointed to a map of the Near 
East. It was a graphic 
map, 
showing his L ittle 
Country, 
about the size of Massachusetts, 
with a 610-mile border and 
a 
population 
of 
2,500,000 
su r­ 
rounded by 50 million Arabs. The 
map was so jagged that at one 
point a corridor of Jordanian- 
Arab land protruded like 
an 
arrow toward Haifa. And the dis­ 
tance between that arrow and the 
Mediterranean Sea 
was 
only 
seven miles. Thus, the width of 
Israel at one point is about equiv­ 
alent to the length of Manhattan. 
Gen. Rabin, 
nevertheless, 
seemed confident of his ability 
to defend his country. 
“ We depend for our 
defense 
first on being alert; second, on 
our ability to buy arm s from the 
west to counterbalance Russian 
arm s in Arab hands; third, on 
our reserves. 
“ We cannot afford a 
huge 
standing arm y, so we depend on a 
sm all, well trained, well armed 
reserve, ready to be 
called up 
within 48 hours. 
Every young 
man and woman in Israel must 
serve two years and then spend 
one month each year in mili­ 
tary training. 
“ We have to be on the 
alert 
with modern weapons 
Tel Aviv 
Is only nine minutes from Cairo 
by fast Jet bomber, and 
fouri 
minutes from Jordan.” 
There is no question about the 
fact that the Arab leaders have 
entertained a healthy respect for 
the 
Israeli 
Army. 
Traveling 
through Lebanon, 
Syria, 
and 
Jordan in 1957, 
one year after 
the Israeli advance to the Suez 
Canal, 
I found Arab leaders 
terrified of the 
Israelis. 
The 
last thing they wanted was 
an­ 
other showdown with fast • moving 
Israeli tanks and arm ored cars. 
SURPRISE IS ALL IMPORTANT 


But that was 10 years ago, and 
since then it has been quite evi­ 
dent that at least two of the Arab 
states, Egypt and Syria, have been 
systematically building up for a 
showdown. 
Thus, the important advantage 
which Gen. Rabin emphasized - 
surprise — is now gone. And this 
is why Israeli leaders have been 
restless over the delay caused by 
U Thant's pilgrimage to Cairo, 
the United Nations debate, and the 
stern advice of London and Wash­ 
ington not to precipitate hostili­ 
ties. 


During this Intervening tim e, a 
huge Egyptian army is reported 
concentrating in the 
Sinai Pe­ 
ninsula between Israel and the 
Red Sea. Thus it would be diffi­ 
cult, if not impossible, for Israel 
to repeat what Gen.Moshe Dayan 
did in 1956 
when he used old 
geological trails through the des­ 
ert to get behind the Egyptian 
army and seize the Suez Canal. 
What adds to Israeli pessim ism 
is the fhet that the Arab states 
have been embarked on a long and 
systematic arm s buildup, thanks 
to help from Moscow, in prepar­ 
ation for a final attempt to carry 
out the Arab boast of pushing 
Israel into the sea. 
When I was in the Near East 
a year ago, I obtained confidential 
figures on Arab strength. 
The 
situation has not changed m ater­ 
ially since then. Here is the line­ 
up of military might in the Near 
East: 


TANKS - 
The Soviet 
has 
sent 
2,500 tanks to the Arab 
states, of which 500 are T-54's, 
just as powerful as the Ameri­ 
can 
M-60's, and 
considerably 
more powerful than the American 
M-48. 
Against this, Israel has about 
600 tanks, chiefly M-4 Shermans, 
some centurions, and a few M- 
48's. 
In the past, the 
Israeli 
army has been 
able 
to 
out- 
maneuver and outgun its 
Arab 
opponents. However, the 
ines­ 
capable fact is that Isrcael 
is 
outnumbered in tanks about four 


to one. 
AIR 
POWER - 
The 
So­ 
viet has sent about 150 bombers 
to the Arab states, chiefly Iliy­ 
ushin 28's, of which 120are flown 
by Egyptians since Israel 
is a 
sm aller country, no bigger thar 
M assachusetts, with 
long bor­ 
ders completely surrounded b) 
Arab neighbors, this is 
con­ 
sidered ample force to bomb anj 
and every Israeli 
city - if wai 
comes. 


In addition, the Arab states arc 
well equipped with the latest So­ 
viet fighter planes, MIG49's, anc 
MIG-21's. The total Egyptian aii 
strength 
is 
estimated at 50( 
planes, including 
52 MIG-21's, 
80 MIG49's, 60 transport planes, 
and 40 helicopters. 
Israel has about 450 aircraft, 
including 
75 
mirage 
fighters 
equipped with Matra air - to aii 
m issiles, considered the latesl 
thing in French fighters. It alsc 
has 55 Ouragon fighter-bombers 
one squadron of transport plane: 
supplied by the United States, one 
squadron of helicopters and 6( 
magister jet trainers. 


MISSILES - Russia has now 
delivered to Egypt 14 fast patrol 
boats of the Komar class plus foui 
of the OSA class, each carryinj 
m issiles somewhat on the order 
of our polaris set • up excepi 
that they are not nuclear. Thej 
have a range of 20 miles,

since Israel is long and narrow 
with depth in one place of onlj 
seven miles, these patrol boat:

HANDS OFF, MR. THOMASON 
Administrative chaos in the “war on poverty” 
has 
brought the program to a near standstill 
in southeast Missouri, after what was at one 
time a promising start. 
This chaos has plagued the Delta Area Economic 
Opportunity Corporation (DAEOC) since its very 
inception, but responsibility for the problem can 
ultimately be laid at the door of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity (OEO) top brass in Wash­ 
ington and Kansas City. 
A $500,000 Head Start Program for this summer 
is particularly confused, but the entire anti­ 
poverty structure so laboriously erected over 
the past two years is also in serious trouble. 
We refer to a statement from the office of 
OEO Regional Director Don Thomason, printed 
in a Kennett newspaper Thursday, that “ if the 
internal problems of DAEOC were not 
re­ 
solved by May 15 (later changed to 19), the OEO 
would make direct contact with local schools 
to give them Head Start funds, 
by-passing 
DAEOC completely. 
“Internal problems” is Thomason’s euphem­ 
ism for the DAEOC board’s assertion of 
its 
right to hire and fire employees without veto 
from the regional office in Kansas City. 
Mr. Thomason’s decision to let school boards 
deal directly with OEO in setting up 
Head 
Start projects is somewhat amusing, because 
it overturns a basic OEO policy of the past 
two years. It is always amusing to watch these 
well-paid bureaucrats reversing their own de­ 
cisions. 
In the spring of 1965, Charleston and several 
other school districts dealt directly with OEO 
in Washington and set up Head Start programs. 
The summer sessions were hailed as a great 
success 
in getting “ disadvantaged” children 
ready for school. 
However, the OEO was not satisfied that school 
boards were sufficiently representative of low- 
income people. 
Therefore, 
since the fall of 
1965, all war on poverty projects in southeast 
Missouri, including Head Start, have been sent 
to the OEO 
through a regional agency - the 
DAEOC board - which presumably is 
more 
representative of the poor than are regularly- 
elected local government agencies. 
The DAEOC board has been organized, re­ 
organized, and re-reorganized on orders from 
Washington and Kansas City, to get the proper 
“ balance” of 
Negro and white, and of low 
and high income board members. 
Elections 
have been held time and again to comply with 
the ever-changing guidelines issued in Kansas 
City and Washington. 
Presumably the final 
result of all this reorganization would be a 
board that could speak with some authority 
on the conduct of the war on poverty in south­ 
east Missouri. 
But this year the board, which was set up in 
accordance with OEO directives, decided to fire 
two of its employees - one of whom is the “fair­ 
haired boy” of the Dunklin County economic 
opportunity establishment. 
(Mr. Thomason is 
a native of Dunklin County.) 
Thomason then ordered the DAEOC board to 
put the two men back on the payroll and give 
them another hearing. 
The board met, and 
reaffirmed its determination to dismiss the two 
employees. 
A third hearing is scheduled for 
next Monday. 
So the Issue is drawn between DAEOC and 
Thomason, and it involves nothing less 
than 
t\w> basic policies of the Office 
of Economic 
Upi>ortunity; 
1. 
Whether it is wise to structure the war on 
poverty on a multi-county basis; and 
2. VV bother the jMjpulurly elected DAEOC board 
is to control its own employees and the war on 


poverty in soutneast Missouri, or is to be merely 
a rubber stamp for, and political tool of, Don 
Thomason. 
We have always argued that single county 
boards, if left in control of their own projects, 
would have been able to run the war on poverty 
within their borders much more efficiently and 
with more effective control than has the loose 
confederation 
headquartered in Portageville. 
If Thomason is determined to break up DAEOC, 
then we say more power to him. Return con­ 
trol of the economic opportunity program to the 
county boards, where inter-county politics will 
not wreck it. 
However, if it is still OEO’s administrative 
policy to force counties into a consolidated 
agency like DAEOC in order to get anti-poverty 
funds, then it behooves Thomason and his 
minions to stay out of what is essentially an 
internal matter - the selection of their em­ 
ployees by the directors of a corporation char­ 
tered under the laws of Missouri.

The copy, used in a moving picture of the Lind­ 
bergh exploit, cost $50,000. 
The memory of Lindy at LeBouget should put 
down the competitive challenge of the Russians 
in the show. 
When he landed there 40 years ago on May 21, 
1927 his shyness enchanted the French. 
The slender Lindbergh was cast in a mold made 
for heroism but not for public acclaim. 
His 
anti-public attitude is not cute in a man, who 
has otherwise matured. 
There have been clouds in the Lindbergh years - 
the horror of the kidnap-murder of an 
infant 
son, the isolationism and open anti-Semitism on 
the threshhold of World War II. He has matched 
this record with dedicated if anonymous service 
to his country in World War II and the Korean 
conflict. 
He was last reported in Saigon. 
It is just as well for this country’s world image 
that the aging 
recluse stayed away from the 
French air show. It is better to remember him 
as he was.

GAMBLING FOR GOOD AND EVIL 
The name of the game is education. The New 
Hampshire state lottery, the first in modern 
times, was sold in the name of much needed 
aid for public schools. 
The same excuse 
was made for a state lottery in New York, 
where $1 tickets go on sale on or shortly 
after Thursday, June I. 
The first drawing 
for prizes is scheduled for July 20. 
A player’s chances of winning - up to $100,- 
000 with an annual special bonus of $250,000 - 
are supposed to be I in 4,167. These odds are 
unacceptable to professional gamblers, but they 
are expected to be attractive to the poor. The 
state is now predicting annual gross revenue 
of $360 million, of which $198 million would 
go to schools. 
What the N.Y, Times (April 
21, 1967) calls an “ insupportable” 15 per cent 
of the take will go for administration. 
One argument for the lottery was that 
the 
poor would switch from playing the illegal 
numbers game to the state-sanctioned wheel. 
The reverse may prove to be true. 
Indi­ 
viduals habituated to the lottery may turn to 
the more convenient daily numbers runner. 
New Hampshire’s lottery has proved nowhere 
nearly so productive as expected. 
James Samuel Ezell, a historian of the lottery 
in America, observed in 1960: 
“ If history 
teaches anything, a study of the over 1,300 
legal lotteries in the United States proves these 
things; 
“They cost more than they brought in 
if their total impact on society is reckoned; 
and 160 years* experience indicates clearly 
that the most careful supervision cannot eradi­ 
cate the inevitable abuse in a system particularly 
susceptible to fraud.”

Among the 
failures 
of 
my 
generation is one that the phil­ 
osophers generally 
overlook: 
Our 
inability to 
inform our 
children of the usefulness 
of 
empty tin cans, 
The knowledge of what to do 
with them seems to have van­ 
ished, along with such skills as 
banking a coal 
furnace 
or 
cranking a 
Model T. 
There 
are plenty of tin cans around, 
as anyone 
who has visited a 
picnic site can testify, but once 
they*re emptied their useful­ 
ness is over. In the old days, it 
had often just begun. 
The simplest use for an empty 
container 
then was 
a game 
called kick the can. One boy 
could kick the can all by him­ 
self. 
He would give It a boot, 
then stroll along, hands in pick­ 
ets, and kick it again. 
If he had a friend with him, the 
game was livelier. 
One 
boy 
would kick it, then race 
the 
other for the honor of kicking 
it again. Played solo or even 
in pairs, it wasn't really much 
of a game, except 
that 
the 
flattened can made the kind of 
noise that annoyed the 
adults, 
which was reason enough for Its 
popularity. 
Shinny was another use for an 
empty tin can. The dictionary 
claim s that shinny or shinney 
Is a rude version of Ice hock­ 
ey- Apparently whoever wrote 
the definition grew up in a dif­ 
ferent neighborhood than mine. 
Where I lived, shinny 
was 
played on a gravel 
road. If 
It was played on a frozen pond, 
it was called shinny-onna-ice. 
The can was used in place of 
a puck. 
First 
it 
had to be 
flattened by Jumping on It re­ 
peatedly, 
preferably by 
the 
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boy called “ Fats." Then lines 
were scratched across tho ice 
at each end of the 
pond to 
serve as goals. Tile idea was 
to knock the tin can across the 
line 
by hitting It with a stick 
picked up in the woods. 
Sometimes a boy would hunt 
around until he found a limb 
that was bent at the end 
to 
form a natural version 
of 
a 
hockey 
stick, but this wasn't 
necessary. It was never a game 
taken very seriously - it wasn't 
really 
a disgrace lf 
your 
team lost, 
the way It was to 
lose a game of baseball. 
The 
rules were 
whatever the boy 
with the 
loudest 
voice 
said 
they were, although it was not 
considered friendly 
to 
clout 
an 
opponent unless you were 
aiming at the 
flattened can. 
The game was 
supposed to 
be played on skates - shinny- 
onna-lce, that Is,

a boy was hanging around the 
fire built near th*? pond with­ 
out his skates he could serve 
as goalie.

As pointed out in the last Mis­ 
souri Poll, the campaign to re­ 
duce the demand for tobacco has 
not been characterized by 
any 
widespread success. 
Although 
cigarette sales fell as much as 30 
per cent following U.S. Surgeon 
General Luther T erry's release 
of reports linking cigarette smok­ 
ing to lung cancer and a variety 
of other diseases, cigarette sales 
have 
now returned to all-time 
highs. Li Missouri, virgually all 
smokers have heard about the 
Terry reports but have decided 
the reports either are untrue 


or simply don't apply to them. 
Only a handful of former smok­ 
ers trace their decision to stop 
smoking to the Terry reports. 
Consequently, many 
public 
health specialists argue for the 
other alternative. If people are 
not willing to reduce or 
stop 
their smoking voluntarily and if 
smoking 
is 
luirmful to their 
health, the argument rims, then 
the 
government 
must In effect 
impose a quarantine. Exposure 
to tobacco or the encouragements 
to use tobacco must be reduced 
by governmental action. 
Such action must, at some point 
or another, involve the 
United 
States Congress. But the Con­ 
gress has generally been thought 
to favor tobacco - related 
in­ 
terests. Twenty-ftve states raise 
tobacco, and Congressmen 
and 
Senators from states where to­ 
bacco is a major industry have 
been entrenched in committee and 
floor leadership positions 
for 
many years. The tobacco Indus­ 
try contributes heavy subsidies to 
the fields of entertainment, ad­ 
vertising, and mass media - all 
important sectors of 
other 
states’ economies. 
When the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission sought to require a warn, 
ing on cigarette packages indi- 
eating the smoking • lung cancer 
linkage, in accord with the Terry 
report recommendations, 
Con­ 
gress overrode the 
FTC's au- 
thority by providing a substan- 
tially weaker directive. The Con­ 
gress also refused to fund a U.S. 
Public Health Service 
request 
for $1.9 million for research and 
education on why people smoke 
and how to help them stop or keep 
them from starting.

in federal domestic spending. 
Parts of the Great Society, in­ 
cluding the slogan, could be­ 
come victims. 
There is no question, there­ 
fore, that Vietnam is having its 
impact; no nation can 
afford 
such spending 
without conse­ 
quences. 
Vietnam is, however, only a 
fraction of our total commit­ 
ment to military or defense 
spending. President Johnson’s 
budget provides for $73 billion to 
be so spent, a figure that likely 
will swell. 
Since projections for the gross 
national product, the total of a 
nation’s 
goods 
and 
services, 
range from $740 billion to $790 
billion for the year, defense 
spending still is likely to be no 
more at any time than about 10 
per cent of GNP. 
In the Korean War, when de­ 
fense expenditures were lower, 
they represented a far higher 
percentage 
of gross 
national 
product, which then was about 
$265 
billion. 
Again, 
although 
Vietnam is big in relation to 
Korea, it is sm aller than Korea 
in relation to GNP. 
It is this enormous size of the 
American production machine, 
many times larger than most 
other nations, that hides much 
of Vietnam’s impact. But that 
impact is there. There is no de­ 
bate about it. 
What is still debatable is the 
extent of the pressure on the 
economy. Some critics of the

emblem more closely identified 
with it than the shamrock is with 
Ireland. 
It was St. Patrick himself who 
was responsible for this. Tra­ 
dition has it that he used the 
trifoliate 
shamrock 
to 
il­ 
lustrate the nature of the Trin­ 
ity. 
The traditional Irish ballad 
“ The Wearin* O’ the Green” 
not only expresses the indomi­ 
table spirit of freedom of the 
Irish but identified the sham­ 
rock with “ the Green” and pro­ 
vides evidence that it is some 
sort of plant. 
What is this shamrock that will 
take root if it is thrown upon 
the ground and which means so 
much to the Irish? According to 
Bailey’s Cyclopedia of Horti­ 
culture, “ half the world is sure 
that shamrock is wood sorrel 
(oaxlis 
acetosella) while the 
other half is equally certain 
that the true shamrock is white 
clover (Trifolium repens).” 
When we were in Ireland we 
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decided to do a little shamrock 
research on our own. On the 
road from Limerick to Dublin 
we came upon a charming lit­ 
tle white washed stone cottage. 
The roof was thatched. Along the 
front of the cottage and sep­ 
arated from the road by a low 
stone wall was a lovely flower 
garden.

In a 
corner under a rose bush were 
several small clumps of foliage 
that looked like clover to us. 
The three-part leaves were not 
much larger than a mouse’s 
ear. 
While we were photographing 
the shamrock 
we 
noticed 
a 
clump 
of wood soorel nearby. 
“ Isn’t this also called sham­ 
rock?” we inquired. 
“ Yes, 
it is called that by 


som«, but it Is not the true 
shamrock.” 
When we remarked that her 
supply of shamrock seemed to 
be rather small she explained 
that British tourists would beg 
for plants to take home to En­ 
gland. 
“ I don’t know whatever for,” 
she said, “ because you know 
the shamrock will not grow in 
England.” 
The shamrock can be grown 
from seed so while in Dublin we 
called on a seedsman at the 19 
Cork Hill street. 
He had the 
seed in neat little packets, with 
cultural 
instructions 
printed 
on them: 
“Sow thinly in open garden or 
flower box in late summer or 
early autumn. 
Add a little 
lime to the soil.” 
As simple as that! 
When we 
inquired of the seedsman the 
botanical name of the sham­ 
rock, he looked at us pitying­ 
ly as if to imply that every Ir­ 
ishman should know that and re­ 
plied, “ Trifolium repens, 
of 
course.”

rocks In that lovely garden.

show them to you.” 
And we were led Into the lit­ 
tle fairy-land garden. 
In a 
corner under a rose bush were 
several small clumps of foliage 
that looked like clover to us. 
The three-part leaves were not 
much larger than a mouse’s 
ear. 
While we were photographing 
the shamrock 
we 
noticed 
a 
clump 
of wood soorel nearby. 
"Isn’t this also called sham­ 
rock?*’ we inquired. 
"Yes, it is called that by 


some, but It Is not the true 
shamrock.” 
When we remarked that her 
supply of shamrock seemed to 
be rather sm all she explained 
that British tourists would t*>g 
for plants to take home to En­ 
gland. 
"I don’t know whatever for," 
she said, "because you know 
the shamrock will not grow In 
England." 
The shamrock can be grown 
from seed so while in Dublin we 
called on a seedsman at the 19 
Cork Hill street. 
He had the 
seed In neat little packets, with 
cultural 
Instructions 
printed 
on them; 
"Sow thinly In open garden or 
flower box in late summer or 
early autumn. 
Add a little 
lime to the soil." 
As simple as that! 
When we 
inquired of the seedsman the 
botanical name of the .sham­ 
rock, he looked at us pitying­ 
ly as lf to imply that every Ir­ 
ishman should know that and re­ 
plied, "Trifolium repens, 
of 
course."

discriminate use of “ wiretapping 
and eavesdropping. 
Senator Long said, “ There is no 
one in the country who can better 
inform us as to the fight against 
crime than Director Hoover." 
The Senator added he had had 
complete cooperation from both 
the Justice Department and the 
FBI. Both of them had supplied 
all information 
sought by 
the 
subcommittee. 
He said that much of this in­ 
formation had not been 
placed 
in the public 
record 
because 
of security considerations. 
The text; 
“ I would like to 
express, on 
behalf of my associates and my­ 
self, our appreciation for 
the 
close examination which you and 
your staff made of 
our proce­ 
dures concerning the use 
of 
electronic listening 
devices in 
connection with our 
investiga­ 
tive operations.

“ Your inquiries in this regard 
were certainly marked by com­ 
plete objectivity and 
fairness

tatives, both at Federal Bureau 
of Investigation headquarters and 
in Senate offices, the 
Federal 
Bureau of Investigation's pol­ 
icies and 
procedures through­ 
out the years have been such as 
to completely 
preclude 
any 
uncontrolled or unwarranted use 
of such devices. 
“ As you have 
determined in 
your 
penetrative 
inquiry, we 
have restricted and limited the 
use of these 
techniques to only 
the most serious situations in­ 
volving the national security and 
the investigations of 
heinous 
crimes wherein human life and 
the 
welfare 
of 
our 
citizens 
are at stake, and in conspiracies 
and the atrocious 
crimes 
of 
violence perpetrated or plotted 
by key hoodlum leaders of the 
organized underworld. With re­ 
spect to 
wire tapping, 
this 
technique has only been utilized 
in situations involving the na­ 
tional security and in kidnapping 
and 
extortion 
investigations. 
These policies and 
procedures 
have, of course, been approved 
by various Attorneys

down through the years. 
“ All of us consider it a welcome 
opportunity to have had the pri­ 
vilege of working with you and 
your staff.

Senator Long said, “ There is no 
one in the country who can better 
inform us as to the fight against

The Senator added he had had 
complete cooperation from both 
the Justice Department and the 
FBI. Both of them had supplied 
all information 
sought by

subcommittee. 
He said that much of this in­ 
formation had not been 
placed 
in the public 
record because 
of security considerations.

“ I would like to express, on 
behalf of my associates and my­

of such devices. 
“ As you have 
determined in

are at stake, and in conspiracies 
and the atrocious

of

organized underworld. With re ­ 
spect to 
wire tapping, 
this 
technique has only been utilized

tional security and in kidnapping

Pour chocolate custard into pas 
try shell. Beat egg whites with cream of tartar until soft peaks 
form when beater is raised. Gradually add remaining % cup 
sugar, beating until stiff peaks form Fold into rum custard. Pour 
on top of chocolate custard in pastry shell. Chill.

D ear brethren, dear sis te rs, 
and you very dear children: 
I will tell you out of my ex­ 
perience something of the val­ 
ue of p ray e r. 
I had been in my youth 
a 
m ilitant atheist. 
I was sure 
that there was no God; but I 
saw that my mind very often 
made m istakes. 
And I won­ 
dered if I was not mistaken 
in this question. 
I was sure that th ere was 
no God, but I would have liked 
very 
much that there should 
be a God. I had a b itter child­ 
hood, a very difficult youth; 
and I would have liked that 
som ew here in the center of this 
universe a heart should beat 
lovingly for me. 
A convinced atheistic being, 
I prayed for the first tim e with 
the following words: 
“ God, I 
know surely that you do not 
exist, but lf perchance you ex­ 
ist, Which I contest,* I speak 
in madness to a God in whose 
existence I don't believe. 
If 
you exist, it is your duty to re ­ 
veal yourself to me.” 
This prayer was answ ered, 
I heard afterw ards that at the 
same tim e, far away In a vil­ 
lage high up in the mountains 
in Rum ania, a carpenter who 
had never seen me prayed, 
substantially, like this: 
“ God, I have served Thee on 
earth, and I wish to have my 
rew ard on earth and not in 
heaven. And my rew ard should 
be that I should not die before 
I bring someone to you. But I 
am old, too sick and I can't 
go around and see this p artic­ 
ular la st soul I seek. 
In my 
village there are none of the 
faith I want to convert to C hris­ 
tianity. Bring one Into our vil­ 
lage and I will bring him to 
C h rist." 
An im pulse which I can't ex­ 
plain took me to that village 
Just at that tim e. 
I met this 
carpenter and he brought me 
to C h rist. 
The prayer of an 
atheist was fulfilled by God. 
And now out of reg ret for 
my past atheistic life, I asked 
God to give me the possibility 
to atone for it by witnessing 
for C hrist to the R ussians who 
are brought up in atheistic man­ 
ner. 
For ye a rs I have prayed 
to w itness to the R ussians. Tills 
prayer has also been fulfilled. 
Over a million Russian sol­ 
diers occupied our country. We 
could print secretly - and dis­ 
tribute among them — thous­ 
ands of gospels and other C hris­ 
tian literatu re . And I must tell 
you that to preach the gospel 
to R ussians is heaven on earth. 
We here in the West are 
blase. 
We 
can 
yawn 
while 
reading about the P assion of 
C hrist. 
But the Russians ab­ 
sorb the gospel as a sponge, 
it is thirsty soil. 
We could 
baptize 
Russians; 
we

bring them to C hrist. 
So the second great prayer 
of mine has been fol£lled. 
The day Hut I was ordained 
as a pastor I made a third 
prayer to God: 
“ God, lf I am allowed

choose for myself a parish, I 
would like very much to be 
pastor of a p riso n ." 
This d esire also have been 
fulfilled. 
I became pastor of 
a prison because I had to pass 
many years, first in fascist 
and then in Communist p riso n s. 
It was really a very beauti­ 
ful p arish . It was not one with 
great income in money, but 
God was with us; C hrist was 
with us. And it was an unspeak­ 
able Joy to be able to preach 
Hie 
gospel 
by 
M orse Code 
through the wall when you were 
in solitary confinement, and to 
bring souls to C hrist in this 
manner - to be able to comfort 
the dying, tortured p riso n ers. 
For two and u half years I 
was in the cell at dying ones - 
gifk unes - sick m yself, very 
sick. Not un# died In this cell 
without having 
s.* C hrist

We 
had only one slice of bread a 
week. We were doped with drugs 
which broke our w ills.

C hristian prisoners w ere beat­ 
en and tortured. We could not 
pray. 
But when we could nut 
pray any m ore, then also we 
knew the power of p ray er. 
Com m unists could not con­ 
quer us. We felt (as lf) a wind 
w ere coming to us from far away 
with the prayers of thousands of 
faithful C hristians who prayed 
for us when we could not pray. 
We could not concentrate, our 
m inds. 
We were too hungry.

Guns and Butter. Too'* 


By DAVID LAW RENCE 
President Johnson ended two 
months of quandary and, in his 
address to Congress, made a 
fateful decision - that Ameri­ 
ca can afford “ guns and butter, 
too." He evidently feels that the 
domestic economy can support a 
deficits as unprecedented sums 
are spent for the 
“ Great So­ 
ciety.** Will Congress also take 
that gamble? 
The President's statements 
seemed to reiterate a spending- 
as • usual policy. He spoke of 
expensive measures needed to 
improve ,4the quality of life** 
for all Americans, to transform 
decaying 
slums, to fight 
for 
clean air and water, to 
help 
rebuilt our cities, and to beau­ 
tify America. 
Mr. Johnson said that, dur­ 
ing the past three years, about 
40 billion dollars has been re­ 
turned to State and 
local gov­ 
ernments in grants • in • aid. 
He added: 
“ These 
enormous 
sums 
must 
be used wisely, honest­ 
ly, 
and effectively. We intend 
to work closely with the States 
and localities 
to do exactly 
that.** 
Does this mean that the Fed­ 
eral Government is, in effect, 
to take over the States and use 
the power 
of 
the purse to 
influence local action? 
The President brushed aside 
any thought 
of 
wage • and - 
price controls. He expressed 
ooncermib^jpt 
what 
he calls 
“ the excessive rise in interest 
rates and a 
tightening 
of 
credit** which has put burdens 
on home buyers and homebuild­ 
ers. jbut he claimed that price 
stability has seemingly 
been 
restored. 


Mr. Johnson urged that our 
sociological programs at home 
and American aid abroad 
be 
continued. He proposed 
that, 
to help pay for these and the 
higher costs of the Vietnam 
war, there be a tax increase. 
The “ surcharge** plan to add 
6 per 
cent to the existing tax 
bill 
of the individual or corp­ 
oration will bring in 
between 
4 
and 
5 
billion dollars 
a 
year. But nevertheless fiscal 
year 1967 
will show a deficit 
of 9.7 billion dollars, and the 
estimate for 1968 
is a deficit 
of 8.1 billion. 
There are critics, including 
Senator John J . William s, Re­ 
publican of Delaware, who say 
that even these 
revised esti­ 
mates do not give a true pic­ 
ture 
of the deficit spending 
and that, under customary ac­ 
counting methods, it would be 
more accurate to put the 1967 
deficit at 18.8 billion dollars. 
The economic 
situation 
is 
likely to 
remain 
uncertain 
until the 
Vietnam 
war 
is 
ended. While increased 
taxes 
may be necessary, even more 
important is a curtailment of 
expenditures apart 
from 
de­ 
fense. 
The President’s comment* on 
international problems 
were 
pointed. He reviewed develop­ 
ments around the world, and ex­ 
pressed the belief that Am eri­ 
can 
policies are making sub­ 
stantial progress He even took 
an optimistic view of the rela­ 
tions between the United State* 
and the Soviet Union and Com­ 
munist - bloc countries 
of 
Eastern Europe 
He said em­ 
phatically: 
‘ ‘Our objective is 
not to continue the .cold 
war, 
but to end it.” 


m one part of the 
message, 
the President spoke 
bitterly 
about Communist aggression, 
but he 
somehow ignored this 
when he advocated new East- 
West trade agreements. 
It 
seems Incredible that he would 
be urging such steps when the 
Moscow Government is supply­ 
ing MIGs to the North Viet­ 
namese to kill American boys. 
The theory presumably is that 
the Soviets will be persuaded to 
diminish their aid and even­ 
tually to terminate it. This Is 
diplomatic gambling. 
The President also deplored 
the enlargment by the Russians 
of their missile program and 
indicated a hope that the Mos­ 
cow Go\ernment can be 
pre­ 
vailed upon not to start a new 
round in the arms race. 
But 
should the United States take 
a big risk in the meantime and 
sacrifice American security by 
continuing to spend billions for 
“ butter” that might instead lie 
used to build, for Instance, a 
stronger antimissile 
defense 
as recommended unanimously 
by the U.S. 
Joint 
chiefs 
of 
Staff? 
For the danger of a third world 
war has by no means 
been 
lessened. The President said in 
his message: 
“ We have chosen to fight 
a 
limited war in Vietnam in an at­ 
tempt to prevent a larger war- 
a war almost certain to follow, 
if the Communists succeed in 
overrunning and taking 
over 
South Vietnam by 
aggression 
and by force. I believe, and I 
am supported by some 
au­ 
thority, that if they are 
not 
checked now, the 
world 
can 
expect to pay a greater price 
to check them later. 
: . 
. 
“ Our adversary still believes 
I think, tonight, that he can go 
on fighting longer than we can, 
and longer than we and our al­ 
lies will be prepared to stand up 
and resist.” 
The President’s 
words 
on 
Vietnam were resolute. Despite 
the carping comments of ill- 
informed critics, the American 
people recognize truth, 
and 
realize that the only way 
by 
which we can assure the safety 
of the people of the 
United 
States — 
and 
protect them 
against another w’ar - is 
to 
achieve our objectives in Viet­ 
nam. 
But 
when will the Adminis­ 
tration face the economic facts? 
Can we today really 
afford 
“ guns and butter, too” ?

President Johnson ended two 
months of quandary and, in his 
address to Congress, made a 
fateful decision •• that Ameri­ 
ca can afford “ guns and butter, 
too.” He evidently feels that the 
domestic economy can support a 
deficits as unprecedented sums 
are spent for the 
“ Great So­ 
ciety.w Will Congress also take 
that gamble? 
The President's statements 
seemeu to reiterate a spending- 
as • usual policy. He spoke of 
expensive measures needed to 
improve “ the quality of life" 
for all Am ericans,^transform 
decaying 
slums, to fight 
for 
clean air and water, to 
help 
rebuilt oui cities, and to beau­ 
tify America. 
Mr. Johnson said that, dur­ 
ing the past three years, about 
40 billion dollars has been re­ 
turned to State and local gov­ 
ernments in grants • in • aid. 
He added: 
“ These 
enormous 
sums 
must 
be used wisely, honest­ 
ly, and affectively, We intend 
to work closely with the States 
and localities 
to do exactly 
that.” 
Does this mean that the Fed­ 
eral Government is, in effect, 
to take over the States and use 
the power 
of the purse to 
influence local action? 
The President brushed aside 
any thought 
of 
wage • and - 
price controls. He expressed 
ounce n ^ ib ^ t 
what he calls 
•the excessive rise in interest 
rates and a 
tightening 
of 
credit” which has put burdens 
on home buyers and home build­ 
ers. jbut he claimed that price 
stability has seemingly 
been 
restored. 


Mr. Johnson urged that our 
sociological programs at home 
and American aid abroad be 
continued. He proposed 
that, 
to help pay for these and the 
higher costs of the Vietnam 
war, there be a tax increase. 
The “ surcharge” plan to add. 
6 per 
cent to the existing tax 
bill 
of the Individual or corp­ 
oration will bring in 
between 
4 
and 
5 billion dollars 
a 
year. But nevertheless fiscal 
year 1967 
will show a deficit 
of 9.7 billion dollars, and the 
estimate for 1968 
is a deficit 
af 8.1 billion. 
TTiere are critics, including 
Senator John J , Williams, Re­ 
publican of Delaware, who say 
that even these 
revised esti­ 
mates do not give a true pic­ 
ture 
of the deficit spending 
and that, under customary ac­ 
counting methods, It would be 
more accurate to put the 1967 
deficit at 18.8 billion dollars. 
The economic 
situation 
is 
likely to 
remain 
uncertain 
until the 
Vietnam 
war 
is 
ended. While increased taxes 
may be necessary, even more 
important is a curtailment of 
expenditures apart 
from 
de­ 
fense. 
The President's comment* on 
international problems 
were 
pointed 
He reviewed develop­ 
ments around the world, and ex­ 
pressed the helief that Ameri­ 
can 
policies are making sub­ 
stantial progress He even took 
an optimistic view of the rela 
lions between the United State 


in one part of the 
message, 
the President spoke 
bitterly 
about Communist aggression, 
-blithe 
somehow Ignored this 
when he advocated new East- 
West trade agreements. 
It 
seems Incredible that he would 
be urging such steps when the 
Moscow Government Is supply­ 
ing MIGS to the North Viet­ 
namese to kill American boys. 
The theory presumably is that 
the Soviets will be persuaded to 
diminish their aid and even­ 
tually to terminate it. This is 
diplomatic gambling. 
The President also deplored 
the enlargment by the Russians 
of their m issile program and 
Indicated a hope that the Mos­ 
cow Government can be 
pre­ 
vailed upon not to start a new 
round in the arm s race. 
But 
should the United States take 
a big risk in the meantime and 
sacrifice American security by 
continuing to spend billions for 
“ butter" that might instead be 
used to build, for instance, a 
stronger antimissile 
defense 
as recommended unanimously 
by the U.S. 
Joint 
Chiefs 
of 
Staff? 
For the danger of a third world 
war has by no means 
been 
lessened. The President said In 
his message: 
“ We have chosen to fight 
a 
limited war in Vietnam inanat- 
tempt to prevent a larger war- 
a war almost certain to follow, 
lf the Communists succeed in 
overrunning and taking 
over 
South Vietnam by 
aggression 
and by force. I believe, and I 
am supported by some 
au­ 
thority, that if they are 
not 
checked now, the 
world 
can 
expect to pay a greater price 
to check them later. ; . . 
“ Our adversary still believes 
I think, tonight, that he can go 
on fighting longer than we can, 
and longer than we and our al­ 
lies will be prepared to stand up 
and re sist." 
The President's 
words 
on 
Vietnam were resolute. Despite 
the carping comments of ill­ 
informed critics, the American 
people recognize truth, 
and 
realize that the only way by 
which we can assure the safety 
of the people of the 
United 
States — 
and 
protect them 
against another war - is 
to 
achieve our objectives in Viet­ 
nam. 
But 
when will the Adminis­ 
tration face the economic facts? 
Can we today really 
afford 
“ guns and butter, too"?

Today Is Tuesday 


This new park on the southern approach to 
Manistee, Michigan is but part of the work of 
the Tuesday Committee, composed of hundreds 
of citizens interested in rejuvenating their city. 


It was Tuesday and a group of friends who 
met every Tuesday to lunch together were 
gathered around a restaurant table. The con 
versation turned to the appalling appearance of 
their town, Manistee, Mich, and, as the men 
discussed, they also resolved to do something 
about it. Forthwith they formed a committee, 
calling it for the day of the week — the Tues­ 
day Committee. 
Eyesores included rundown buildings around 
town, especially along the waterfront on the 
Manistee River, just 2 blocks from where it 
meets Lake Michigan and an inhospitable ap­ 
proach to the city from the south. There was 
also a general lack of “caring" by property 
owners. 
To arouse public interest, the help of the 
local newspaper, the "News-Advocate," was so­ 
licited. Every Tuesday the paper published (and 
still publishes) a picture of one or another sub­ 
standard buildings, with no text beneath, but 
always with the heading, “Today is Tuesday.” 
After 6 months of these weekly pictures with 
no explanation, members of the Tuesday Com­ 
mittee called a public meeting at which they 
explained their ideas and asked that each resi­ 
dent present join the committee in its efforts. 
After the meeting one resident asked, “You 
mean that even if I just mow my lawn I'm a 
member of the Tuesday Committee"? and was 
told that he was correct. 
Results were amazing. Owners of eyesores 
pictured in the newspaper rebuilt and painted 
the structures. Then they planted flowers around 


them to beautify them. Even absentee landlords, 
contacted by mail and sent pictures of their 
holdings, spruced up their properties or, if they 
were beyond repair, tore down the buildings. 
The 5 original members of the Tuesday Com­ 
mittee borrowed funds, bought 2 blocks of build­ 
ings along the waterfront, paid for their removal 
and then deeded the frontage along the river to 
the town for $1. Plans for a marina are being 
completed and the marina will be constructed 
this year. 
The approach to the city was cleared of trash 
and members of the high school senior class, in­ 
spired by the actions of their elders, gave up 
their usual senior trip to Washington, D. C. In­ 
stead, they used the time to plant beds of 
petunias along the highway. 
Last year half a cent was offered for each 
bottle or can picked up along the roads. This 
offer was b r o a d c a s t , by the radio sta­ 
tion, featured by the newspaper and advertised 
by a 12-foot sign. On the appointed day, when 
ail debris was dumped on the former site of 
the city hall, the Jaycees, who received it, paid 
out over S700! This event will be repeated this 
year. 
Property adjoining the city at the southern 
approach has been acquired, a landscape archi­ 
tect was retained to draw plans, and a park 
constructed. Maintained by the city, this park 
will serve as a lasting monument to the work of 
a dedicated group of men — the founders of the 
Tuesday Committee.

diers singing softly 
as 
they 
went, “ Shall we 
gather 
at 
the river. . .?** 
In the memorial service that 
night, O scar's father and broth­ 
e r gave their hearts and lives 
to Christ and his mother fol­ 
lowed a few days later. 
“ It was worth the Army com­ 
ing to Shenandoah if only for the 
example of this 
young man's 
life,” said the 
corps officer, 
Captain E. T. Brown, alsolong 
forgotten, in 
his 
War 
Cry 
report. 


Life seems often to be hap­ 
hazard, formless, without di­ 
rection or meaning, yet again 
and again one is astounded to 
see how the 
apparently 
un­ 
related bits and pieces fit with 
accuracy and meaning to form a 
perfect mosiac. 
And not only do the beautifully 
colored or well-shaped pieces 
find their appointed places but 
the asymmetrical, 
drab 
or 
violently - colored pieces have 
also their place, without which 
the whole would

complete nor authentic. 
I wondered, after reading by

Trenhour in an

of The War Cry, just how far 
the influence of his Christian 
witness went.

of Oscar Trenhour? A doctor,

Britain's Greatest Antiquity

Every Tuesday the paper published (and 
still publishes) a picture of one or another sub­ 
standard buildings, with no text beneath, but 
always with the heading, "Today is Tuesday.” 
After 6 months of these weekly pictures with 
no explanation, members of the Tuesday Com­ 
mittee called a public meeting at which they 
explained their ideas and asked that each resi­ 
dent present join the committee in its efforts. 
After the meeting one resident asked, "You 
mean that even if I just mow my lawn I ’m a 
member of the Tuesday Committee”? and was 
told that he was correct. 
Results were amazing. Owners of eyesores 
pictured in the newspaper rebuilt and painted 
the structures. Then they planted flowers around 


them to beautify them. Even absentee landlords, 
contacted by mail and sent pictures of their 
holdings, spruced up their properties or, if they 
were beyond repair, tore down the buildings. 
The 5 original members of the Tuesday Com­ 
mittee borrowed funds, bought 2 blocks of build­ 
ings along the waterfront, paid for their removal 
and then deeded the frontage along the river to 
the town for SI. Plans for a marina are being 
completed and the m arina will be constructed 
this year. 
The approach to the city was cleared of trash 
and members of the high school senior class, in­ 
spired by the actions of their elders, gave up 
their usual senior trip to Washington, D. C. In­ 
stead, they used the time to plant beds of 
petunias along the highway. 
Last year half a cent was offered for each 
bottle or can picked up along the roads. This 
offer was b r o a d c a s t by the radio sta­ 
tion, featured by the newspaper and advertised 
by a 12-foot sign. On the appointed day, when 
ail debris was dumped on the former site of 
the city hall, the Jaycees, who received it, paid 
out over S700' This event will be repeated this 
year. 
Property adjoining the city at the southern 
approach has been acquired, a landscape archi­ 
tect was retained to draw plans, and a park 
constructed. Maintained by the city, this park 
will serve as a lasting monument to the work of 
a dedicated group of men — the founders of the 
Tuesday Committee.
